WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—To-morrow 


statements‘of the Treasury showing the 
operations for the month of December and 
the results of the six months ending with 
December -will not be issued until Friday. 
The books, however, are substantially 
closed, and the fig@fes as made up to noon 
of to-day will vary very little from the 
statements that will be issued Friday. 

The available cash balance shows an in- 
crease of $8,000,000 over that on Nov. 30, 
and now stands at $212,000,000 in round 
numbers, which is an increase of $50,000,000 
compared with Dec. 31, 1901. 

The month just closed was a very good 
one, both in the matter of receipts and 
expenditures. Its net results added $10,- 
619,299 to the available funds and advanced 
the surplus for the first half of the fiscal 
year 1903 to $24,735,221. This is a larger 
sum than was estimated for wher the bill 
to repeal war taxes was pending in Con- 
gress, but had Congress béen less prodigal 
with expenditures the surplus would have 
been several millions above present figures. 
This conclusion jis justified by the unex- 
pected increase in customs receipts, which 
continue to advance, and which more than 
compensate for the loss in internal revenue 
receipts caused by the repeal of the war 
taxes. 

Notwithstanding the-fact that the total 
receipts for the six months just ended are 
$4,000,000 in excess of those for the same 
period of the preceding year, there was 
a falling off in surplus the past six months 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1902 of $18,000,000: The excess of ex- 
penditures for the first half of the current 
year over the same period of that preceding 
$21,000,000, which explains this large dis- 
crepancy. : 

The total of gold coin and ‘bullion held by 
the Treasury has risen to $655,000,000, an 
increase of $14,000,000 since Dec. 1, and 
$57,000,000 since June 30 last. These fig- 
ures include the reserve and trust funds. 
The amount of gold in the available cash 
fund is upward of $120,000,000, which ex- 
ceeds the amount held one month ago by 
$5,000,000, and of that held six months 
ago by $18,000,000, 

The extent and rapidity that have 
marked the increase in the gold holding 
of the Treasury ‘will be seen by compar- 
ing the figures now with those for July 
1, 1897, a period of five and one-half years. 
On the latter date the aggregate holding, 
which includes the reserve and gold held 
against outstanding certificates, was less 
than $179,000,000. Thus in the period stated 
there has been an increase of $476,000,0U0, 
which is equal to an annual average of 
neari :
